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VicksspurG, November 23.—The second 
day’s session of the National Cotton Planters’ 
association of America was largely altended. 
After the hour.devoted to routine business, 
Major Barna, of Atlanta, Ga., delivered an 
address upon the subject of cotton, its his- 
tory, growth of the industry, improved 
methods of planting. 

Professor Meyers, state chemist of the Mis- 
Sissippi agricultural college, spoke at length 
upon the subject of cotton seed, its products 
and its value for feeding, oil and fertilization. 


giving exhaustive details froma strictly scien 
tific standpoint, showing its value to the 
planters and the diversity of products ob- 
tained from it. After the technicai descrip- 
tion was ended the professor gave figures of 
the enormous percentage of profits realized 
by oil mills at the expense of the planters. 

He described thesimple methods of classify- 
ing crude oil, of which he exhibited many 
samples; advised the association to establish 
milis of its own. Soap made from crude and 
refined oils was also exhibited, the latter 
equalling white castile. The professor stated 
that the iact was developed in a recent suit in 
Chicago, that cotton seed oil was largely ad- 
mixed with tallow and sold as lard. He re- 
duced al! the scientific details to simple money 
value for the better comprehension of the au- 
dience. 

Thomas Pray, Jr., of Boston, editor of 
Cotton, Wool and Iron, spoke of the diversity 
of interests in cotton, and advocated more di- 
rict intercourse between the planters and the 
spinners and the organization of state com- 
mittees from members of the association for 
the purpose of co-operation in improving the 
enality of the staple by an advanced method 
of cultivation. Mr. Pray has carefully 
studied cotton in the field for four consecu- 
tive years, and interested the audience greatly 
when describing the results of the examina- 
tions made by him overall the cotton belt. 
He took issue with those who said that 
the south needed the assistance of capital, 
claiming that the soil and climate were 
all sufficient. Planters ought to have their 
sons taught the mechanic arts instead of 
the learned professions, thus saving the pay- 
ing of big salaries to trained northern men. 
The mills had failed because of inexperi- 
enced men who managed them. To be suc- 
cessful, machinery repair shops should be es- 
tablished. Some southern men had already 
brought out this, and instances were cited 
where their sons had passed through all the 
grades at the Lowell machine works and re- 
ceived a training that enabled them to fil) 
places of the highest responsibility. 

When he had concluded the venerable Ex- 
Gevernor Patton, of Alabama, rose and 
warmly thanked Mr. Pray, saying that for 
fifty years he had advocated that policy, and 
was happy to know it was at last favorably 
considered. 

John Chaffe, of New Orleans, banker, cor 
oborated both speakers, and told of a young 
man of his city who had had some experience 
and was now superintendentof an extensive 
iron establishment on a large annual salary. 
All three speakers were frequently applaud-

THE AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The afternoon session yesterday was ad- 
dressed by Hon. A. J. McWhorter, commis 
sioner of emigration. He is presidentof the 
society recently organized at Louisville, com- 
posed of leading men from every southern 
state. Hespokeof the misapprehension ex- 
isting in foreign lands respecting the south, 
which are due tothe publications of agents of 
land grant roads interested in 
settling the west. Maps with 
black spots marked yellow fever 
were employed to frighten foreigners from the 
south. He advocated the establishment of 
connections with foreign transportation com- 
panies and depots for emigrants at southern 
ports. He paid the Africans a high compli- 
ment, speaking of Fred Douglass, Bruce and 
Revel as the Epaminondas of the race. 

A. W. Crandall, of Louisiana, chairman, 
read the report of the committee on resolu- 
tions. Those adopted related to the world’s 
exposition, desiring the co-operation of states 
in memorializing congress tor the procure 
ment of an appropriation. 

The city council of New Orleans and the 
management of the world’s exposition and 
cotton centennial extended a formal! invita- 
tion for the association to hold their next 
annual convention at the opening of the ex- 
position in New Orleans, 

Papers were read from S. McGowan, of 
Georgia, and Edward Atkinson, of Boston, on 
cotton ginning. Resolutions were adopted 
asking congress and the state legislatures -for 
appropriations in aid of agricultural and me- 
eaniical colleges andthe establishment of 
experimental stations in the south, and con- 
demnatory of speculations in futures,inviting 
acommunication on thisevil for publica- 
tion in the Pianter’s Journal, the official 
organ of the associatson. 

JUTE CULTURE, 

Hon. W. W. Stone, president of the Delta 
jute and fibre company of Greenville, Miss., 
spoke at length on the practical experiment 
ar jute culture. He says he planted 100 
acres this year, which had demonstrated the 
possibility of that industry. 

A telegram was received from the South 
Carolina agricultural society, and the mayor 
of Charleston, inviting the association to 
meet there next year, but New Orleans had 
already been selected. 

The officers of the exposition were request- 
ed by resvlution tu call a peace congress from 
all civilized nations at New Orleans next 
year. 

THE MEMORY OF FARISH FURMAN, 

A resolution of respect was passed to the 
memory of the late Farish Furman, of Geor- 

ia, the most successful and famous farmer 
in the south, and a member of this associa- 
tion, who made nine‘y bales of cotton on 
land previously producing eight by fertilizing 
and improved methods of culture. 

Thomas Pray, Jr.. of Boston, editor of the 
Cotton, Wool and Iron, gave an address on 
improved cotton ginning as representing New 
England. He was received with the utmost 
consideration. Hesaid the roller gin would 
supplant all the saw gins. 

} Kesviutions were passed advising more at- 
tention to grass culture, the establishment of 
factories, indorsing the recently organized 
southern immigration bureau established at 
Castle Garden, at New Orleans and other 
southern ports;asking congress to give us fair 
legislation in tariff matters, but disclaming any 
desire for special advantages over other sec- 
tions: thanking the signal officer for his ex- 
cellent reports, and asking congress to enable 
the service to increase its efficiency; and 
indorsing the Planters’ Journal 
as the organ of the association. 

THE GRASSES OF THE SOUTH. 

Dr. Phares, of the agricultura! and mechan- 
ical college of Mississippi, read an exhaustive 
paper on the grasses of the south, showing 
their perennial growth and endless variety.

Pardee, of New Haven, Connecticut, the 
convention adjourned to meet at New Or- 
jeans, December 18, 1884. 

MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT. 

The convention of the National cotton plan- 
ters’ association to-day adopted a resolution 
memorializing congress to make prompt and 
necessary appropriations for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi river, and urging 
congressmen to advocate the erection ol 
levees. Hon. J. Floyd King, congressman of 
the fifth Louisiana district, stated that he 
would vote for no candidate for speaker unless 
favoring the improvements recommended by 
the Mississippi river convention. The Hon. 
H. H. Foote, of Macon, Miss., the largest 
dealer of thoroughbreds in the stave, read a 
valuable paper on cattle raising in the south. 

Important action was taken relating to 
woman’s rights. After an interesting debate 
a resolution making women eligible to mem- 
bership on the same basis as men was adopt- 
ed. Mrs. Charles A. Smith, of Washington 
county, Mississippi, was the first lady mem- 
ber enrolled. This resolution was draftec by 
Mrs. Maria J. Johnston, an accomplished 
Louisiana writer, who has long advocated in 
the south alarger field for women’s work. 
This is the most important step in this con- 
nectiom ever taken inthe cotton states. Asa 
further compliment tothe women Mrs. John- 
ston was made an honorary member of the 
association.

The Fallure ofthe Missi«aippi Va ley Bank Found to 
lnvelve Over a Milllen, 


VickspurG, Miss., November 23.—The con- 
dition of the affairs of the Mississippi Valley 
bank are hourly getting worse. Mr. Klein

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 23.—This 
has been a day of excitement in Loudon. 
Andy Taylor has met his death, and thetown 


/ Seems moved from center to circumference, 


The morning opened up clear and bright, in 
consequence of which a large crowd has 
thronged the streets all day, eagerly talking 
about the hanging of Taylor and watching the 
movements of the officers in charge. While 
there was no particular demonstration of ex- 
citement up to the hour of the hanging, still 
the gravity of the oceasion was deeply felt by 
almost all present, as was evidenced by the 
look of profound solemnity depicted upon 
their countenances. The sympathy for Tay- 
lor was far more general than one would have 


supposed. 

The gallows was erected near and rather 
northeast of the jail. The enclosure was very 
insufticient,and hundreds of people witnessed 
the execution. It wasso situated that a little 
elevation a short distance away would give a 
clear view to the ghastly scene. The trees, 
housetops, woodsheds, and high fences were, 
therefore, crowded with curious people long 
before the hour of execution. The top of the 
scaffold was covered with canvass, but was not 
sufficient to protect the body from the gaze of 
the many spectators. 

Taylor was cheerful and talked cheerfully, 
and at times was laughing happily, up to the 
very moment of death, He ate a hearty din- 
ner, and seemed to relish his food more than 
he had for several days, He declined tosend 
any messages to friends, and declared he 
would not open bis mouth under the gallows. 
He was worried at the thought of the Loudon 
county sheriff hanging him, and 
begged that Sheriff Springfield, of Chattanoo- 
ga, be allowed todo so. This the Loudon 
county sheriff refused. Taylor said ‘‘they 
were makinga picnic outof a poor helpless 
boy.’’ There were about one thousand pres- 
ent holding cards from tne Loudon county 
sheriff, inviting them to be present, about 
one half of which number were specially 
deputed as guards. 

THE DROP FALIA. 

fhe drop fell at exactly 3:15. Oaly half of 
Taylor's 
last words were: ‘‘Do your work, fellows, and 
bein ahurry about it.’’ He was perfectly 
cool, and refused to talk. He told Sheriff 
Sparks to take the body home. When Foute 
said, ‘‘Good-bye, Andy,’’ he replied, ‘‘Well, 
that’s all right, go anead.’’ Sheriffs Foute, 
Springfield and Sparks, and fifteen other men 
were on the scaffuld when Sheriff Springfield 
asked Taylor if he was mad athim. Taylor 
said, ‘*Yes [ could cut your damn heart out.’’ 
He refused to tell why. The drop*fell four 
feet. Taylor died with but a slight struggle. 

Before leaving the Knoxville jail yesterday 
Taylor wrote a letter to his relatives in Read 
county, of which the fellowing isa copy: 
‘Knoxville, Tenn., November 22.--Dear 
kind friend George: I received your loving 
and last tarowall letter, and was happy to 
hear that you and all the family are well, as 
[am alsoat present. Aithough this is my 
last day to live, dthe time is closing up 
fast, bi t i am ready to meet it bravely, and 
it will “soon be over. There is one last re- 
guest I will ask you to do, that is for 
you to see that my remains are 
properly taken careof. Sol will close this 
last letter of mine on earth by bidding you 
good bye, Motherand Fiem, and Florence, 
Tilda and the children, and all inquiring 
friends. From your kind and mostaflection- 
ate friend.’’ [Signed] “Andy Taylor.’’ 
“Good bye forever.”’ 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

John Taylor, brother of Andy, who was ex- 
ecuted to-day, had killed Captain Fletcher at 
Chattanooga, for which he was convicted by 
the Hamilton circuit court. His case was 
taken to the supreme court of Tennessee, 
September 14, 1882, Wm. T. Cate, sheriff, 
and John J. Conway, deputy, were conveying 
John Taylor to Knoxyille to attend the su- 
preme court. He was handcufted to another 
prisoner, Jacob Carter, and both were chained 
to the seat in the car. When thetrain on the 
East Tennessee; Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, reached Sweetwater station, 
Bob and Andy entered the car 
and took seats near to the officers and their 
prisoner. Bob, without a word of warning, 
slipped up behind Deputy Conway and senta 
builet through his brain, killing him instant- 
ly. Andy presented his revolver at Sheriff Cate 
and ordered him to surrender, but the latter 
paid no attention to the command and jump 
ed up, drawing his revolver as he did so. 
Almost simultantousiy the two weapons were 
fired, Cate’s bullet passing through Andy’s 
coat, grazing his shoulder. Cate immediate- 
ly whirled and fired at John, determining to 
kill him rather than allow hisescape. But at 
that instant Cate received two more bullets in 
his body, when a seguiar fusilade commenc- 
ed. Cate, though he had already received 
more than one fatal wound, made way to the 
door, and as be fell out on the patform Bob 
and Andy fired on him again. Lhe outlaws 
then returned, andin searching the pockets 
of the dead body of Conway, found the keys 
with which to release Joun, who was stil! 
hand:cufted to Carter. The conductor of the 
train was then forced, with drawn revolvers, 
to run the train through Loudon, - across the 
Tennessee river to Lenoirs, where the Taylor 
left the train, seized horses that were in readi- 
ness for them and escaped. That night they 
rode into Kingston, Roane county, and 
entering a _ store, forced the keeper 
to give them ammuopition. Leaving 
Kingston, they made their way to 
Lookout mountain, where they concealed 
themselves for several days, from large parties 
who were searching for them with guns and 
bloodhounds. Bob one night in October 
boarded a Cincinnati Southern train and 
passed through Cincinnati, going to Laclede 
county, Missouri, where he engaged himself 
to a farmer asa laborer. He was recognized 
one day by Mr. Goodall, sheriff of Laclede 
county, while boarding atrain for the Indian 
Territory. Bob hada pistol concealed under 
an oil coat he carried across his knee. showing 
that he knew he had been discovered. (ood- 
all took passage on the same train, and on ar- 
riving at Marsbfield told Taylor to consider 
himself under arrest. Quick as thought hé 
whiffed out a revolver, but Goodall had the 
advantage and before the outlaw could bring 
his weapon to bear on the officer he had re- 
ceived a bullet through the head that forever 
quieted him. His dead body was conveyed 
to Chattanooga, Tennessee, where it was fully 
identified. The state authorities had offered 
$15,000 reward for the capture of the three 
murderers dead or alive, and Goodall received 
$5,000 for Bob Taylor’s body. 

THE CAPTURE OF ANDY TAYLOR. 

Nothing was known ot the whereabouts of 
Andy and John Taylor until the Mth of 
A pril, 1883, when Andy made himself known, 
while drunk, to a farmer named T. N. Dixon, 
for whom he was working, near Plymouth, 
Kansas. The story as told by Andy was one 
full of remorse, privation, suffering and ad- 
venture. On the day mentioned he went to 
Emporia with his employer, and while there 
imbibed too freely of liquor. He refused to 
return home in the wagon, on account of 
ladies present, saying he would take the train 
for Plymouth. On arriving at that village he

times @p and down the street. 
Dixon returned home he found Taylor lying 
on a lot of old sacks, in a drunken stupor, and 
that he had tried to kill himself. On 
fusal of Mrs. Dixon to converse with him, he 
fired four shots at his head, two of which cut 
holes in the crown of his hat, but doing no 
other damage. He was under the impression 
for some time that he had killed himself, and 
commenced to pray. He called for Mr. 
Dixon's mother and toid her that he was go- 
ing todie; that the name (John Presnall), 
under which he had been going was an as- 
sumed one; that his real name was Andy 
Taylor; that he was one of the Taylor boys 
who last fall killed a sheriff and deputy 
sheriff on a railroad train in Tennessee while 
those officers were conveying his brother to 
the supreme cours that he wanted Mr. 
Dixon to procure the reward offered for his 
arrest anc give half of it to his mother, in 
Roane county, Tennessee. When Dixon 
came Taylor made the same confessfon and 
made the same request regarding the dispo- 
sition of the reward. After Taylor became 
quiret Dixon telegraphed to the governor of 
Temnessee, asking for information anda de- 
ped | foe of Taylor, being impressed t hat the 
confession Was not genuine. By the follow- 
ing’morning he had become sober, and taking 
Mr. Dixon to the barn, reiterated the story of 
the ufrder. Andy stated that after the 
murderg on the train they spent several weeks 
on Lookout mountain, subsisting on corn and 
raw meat, roaming about and keeping out of 
sight of officers and dodging acquaintances 
and others who might betray them. He and 
his brother John went together to Missouri 
and Kansas, Inaregion uninhabited, and 
twenty-two miles from any physician, John 
had diedof flux, and suffering and misery. 
Andy made the coffinfor his dead brother 
and buried him alone. After making this 
confession Taylor said to Dixon that if he 
would settle with him he would leave and 
take one more chance for his life, remarking 
to Mr. Dixon “yon can give me away if you 
want to; Ido not care much.” Mr. D. paid 
him, telling him to do the best he cvuld for 
himgelf, 
BROUGHT BACK FOR EXECUTION, 

Dixon then gave information to the officers 
at Emporia, andin the meantime had re- 
ceived an answer to his telegraph to the 
governor of Tennessee, which substantiated 
Taylor's story. Steps were then tagen to are 
rest. Taylor, the telegraph system was brought 
into use resulting in the arrest of the fugitive 
while on a west-bound freight train at 
Newton, Kansas. He was brought back to 
Emporia, and from there conveyed in a cir- 
cuit@us ronte to Loudon, Tennessee, where he 
was lodged in jail. Nearly the entire county 
was exhausted before a jury could be obtain- 
ed ofimen who had not formed opinions as to 
his ilt or innocence. The trial lasted 
about a week. He was sentenced to be 
hanged on the 29th day of June, 1883, 
Taylor's counsel announced that they would 
appeal the case to the supreme court, and 
there being so much dissatisfaction expressed 
at this announcement, the prisoner was taken 
to the Chattanooga jail for safe keeping from 
the vengeance of a mob that might be organ- 
ized at any time. The verdict of the lower 
cour t beingfaffirmed, he was again sentenced 
to be Ranged Nove nber 23, 1883. While in 
jail t#e prisoner maintained a course of-con- 
duct in keeping with his past life. He utter- 
ly repudiated spiritual consolation; danced in 
his cetl, and indniged in a profanity and ri- 
baldry which was disgusting even to his har- 
dened associates, On his last night in jail he 
passed the time in his usual manner, playing 
cards and remaifiing reticent. Wednesday 
night was perhaps the first time that Taylor 
hes ¢ er told any one about his three days ex- 
periemer ust atter the murder was committed. 
He tried to relate the circumstances to his 
cell-mates last night, but they kept up sucha 
racket that he finally quit. His fellow pris- 
oners asked bim what he wanted to wear to- 
day, and what kind of a bed 
he could sleep on best. They 
also twitted him by singing a 
funeral dirge, which they composed in the 
cell Thursday. Sheriff Joe Fuute, of Loudon 
county, received Taylor from Sheriff Gil- 
more, of Knox county, and took him to Lou- 
donontbe 11 a. m. train. Before leaving 
Knoxville, Sheriff Foute took Andy to the 
Atkin house barber shop and had him shaved 
aod had his hair trimmed. When the pris- 
oner started for Loudon he had the appear- 
ance of being in quite a cheerful frame of 
mind. Andy Taylor had a boyish face. He 
was freckled and slightly marked by the 
smallpox. A few stray hairsjprotrude here and 
there from his chin and upper lip, clearly 
showing that a razor has but seldom crossed 
his face. Short, light hair adorns the top of 
his cranium and his whole face lights up with 
an intelligent expression when he talks. His 
teeth are small and even and are plainly visi- 
ble when he laughs. Though but a boy in 
age, his 22d birthday being the 7th of last 
October, he is full grown, weighing 170 
pounds and standing six feet in his stockings 
A stranger seeing him and not knowing of 
tne terrible crime he participated in would at 
once set him down as an inoffensive country 
boy with more than ordinary intelligence. 

ALMOST ANOTHER TRAGEDY. 

Nothing transpired after leaving Knoxville 
until within about two and a half miles of 
Loudon. Andy slipped a pistol from one of 
the guards poccets and had the muzzle im a 
few inches of Foute’s head ready to pull. the 
trigger when Mr. Loyal, saperviserof the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad,who 
wus seated in another part of the car, -yelled 
out at the top of his voice to “look out.”’ 
Foute who was stooped over tieing his shoe, 
turned around and knocked the pistol down 
before Taylor had time to raise the hammer. 
It was nota self-cocker, as he had thought, 
which was all in the world that saved Foute’s 
life. Taylor is reported as say- 
ing: “If I had not mistaken this. pistol 
for a self-cocker, you, Joe Foute, would have 
got to hellseveral hours before me.’’ The pis- 
tol was taken from his hands and restored to 
the careless guard. It is reportad that the 
guard in takinga handkerchief from his over- 
coat pocket pulled his pistol out and put it in 
his other pocket next to Taylor. Under the 
circumstances Taylor couldn’t be expected to 
withstand such a temptation. On alighting 
from the train at Loudon depot, Andy yelled: 
‘*Three cheers for Loudon,,’ and asked Sheriff 
Foute for a drink of whisky, to which the 
sheriff replied: “I will give you a drop to- 
morrow about this time.”’

TERRIBLE REVELATION 
SOCIAL LIFB.

A Marriage Follewsd by the Wife’s Confession 
of Guilt Impliicating a Brother—Subsequeot 
Intimidation and Perjury Followsd by 
Loatnsems Crimes in the Femily. 


FLeMINGsBURG, Ky., November 23.—A most 


| remarkable case, which will come up for trial 
, at the circuit court here, is that of the Com- 


monwealth vs, Dr. John L. Robbins, charged 
with conspiracy to intimidate. The history 
of the case cannot be published, but an out- 
line of its horrible features can be presented. 
in October, 1882, John L. Robbins and Miss 
Mollie J. Smart, both residents of a small 
place near this city, called Myers’ station. 
were married in Cunningham, Mo., over the 
protest of her parents,who objected to his at- 
tentions ow the ground that they did not be- 
lieve them honorable. A few days 
after their marriage the husband 
accused the wife of having been unchaste. 
and, notwithstanding her denials, persisted 
until she confessed that since her thirteenth 
year she had been guilty of the loathsome 
crime of incest with her brother, John 


Smart. Robbins threatened to leave her. but 
she implored him to at least stay with her 
until they got back to Kentucky, and she 
could see her brother and have him make 
some reparation forthe horrible injury he 
had done her. Shortly after their return, on 
November 30th, so the commonwealth wit- 
nesses say, Robbins and his brother-in-iaw, 
Dr. Martin, waylaid John Smart, and at the 
muzzie of two revolvers compeiled him to 
sign seven notes of $150 each, payable annu- 
ally, and secured by mortgage on Smart’s 
farm, the notes being made payable to 
Smart’s sister, Mrs. Robbins. 
CROSS PURPOSES, 

Dr. Robbins was taken sick in the latter 
part of December, and continued bed-ridden 
until February, 1883. On January 29, how- 
ever, Mrs. Robbins and John Smart—the 
brother with whom sae confessed she had 
committed the heinous crime—weut to Car- 
lisle and in the office of Kennedy & Kennedy, 
lawyers of that place, she made aftidavit re- 
tracting the confession made to her husband 
charging her brother with incestuous come 
merce with her, and said that the confession 
had been extorted from her by force and 
threats. That afternoon she left for Missouri, 
and in the room at the hotel where she 
stopped was a letter addressed ‘‘to whom it 
may concern,’’ the purport of which was that 
the affidavit she had that day made was pro- 
cured by intimidation and tnat her brother 
by threats had forced her to perjure herself, 
and that the confession made to ner husband 
was true, and that she and her brother were 
guilty. 

before leaving Carlisle she purchased an 
elegant gold pin, and enclosing it, together 
with a most endearing an allectionate ietter, 
in a box, addressed the package to her hus- 
band. ‘The same day she left Kentucky her 
brother brought a civil suit to invalidate the 
mortgage he had given, alleging fraud and 
force, and also swore outa warrant for the 
arrest of his brother-in-law, Dr. Robbins, 
charging him with cs ty wa to rob. The 
warrant was dismissed, because one person 
could not conspire. Immediately warrants 
were issued for both Drs. Robbin and Martin, 
The examining trial resulted in the accused 
being held in pond t the grand jury. 

lo this examining t''al the above particu- 
lars were elicited, and the affair created great 
excitement and intense feeling. ‘The parties 
in interest were very much inflamed, and 
fears were entertained that a tragedy would 
result before the parties would leave Carlisle. 

THE PARTIES INVOLVED. 

The parties involved are*by no means from 
the lower orders. The Smaris are owners of 
farms, and are considered well to do. The 
woman, Mollie J. Robbins, nee Smart, while 
somewhat giddy and thoughtless, bore a good 
reputation, and associated with the most re- 
spectable people of the neighborhood. She 
is now in Missouri with her father’s family, 
but sheis not divorced from her husband. 
Before she left this state she sold the seven 
notes of $150 each, and secured by a real es- 
tate mortgage to Dr, Martin for $500 cash. 

John Smart, the brother, who she alleges 
ruined her, is far from being a bad looking 
man and js a substantial farmer. About the 
latter part of 1878 he, in company with 
three other men, attempted to rob and mur. 
der a miserly German called Dutch Henry, 
who was worth $50 000, and was known to 
keep the money around his premises. They 
were arrested, indicted, and Smart ‘‘peach- 
ed’’ on his pals and two of them were sent 
to the penitentiray. On the trial of the 
third his(Smart’s) testimony was impeached 
on the ground that he was an accomplice 
and incompetent to testffy, and the third 
man was acquitted. The counsel for the ac- 
cused in this burglary case was Thomas F. 
Hargis, the present chief justice of Kentucky. 

Another brother of Smart is now under in- 
dictment for murder and a fugitive from 
justice. Strel, another brother, is under in- 
dictment for felony and also a fugitive. The 
father and mother are deservyinz-and honest 
people. 

Robbins is a physician with a lucrative 
practice, and is reported to be very skillful in 
his profession. His family has always stood 
high,and his father once represented Nicholas 
county in the state legislature. Robbins 
himself, it is alleged, is a rouc, but this is as 
stoutly denied on one side as it is affirmed on 
the other. 

A VICTIMIZED DOCTOR. 

Dr. Martin, who married Ro»obbins’s sister, 
and who purchased the notesjof Mrs. Robbins, 
is a man of unsullied reputation and a phy- 
zician of pronounced ability. He claims that 
he purchased the notes in good faith, without 
auy knowledge of the mannerin which they 
were obtained, and alleges that he is coupled 
in the indictment for the purpose of render- 
ing him incapable of testifying. He is a 
cousin of the state senator elect from his dis- 
trict. 

Both sides hayea large array of counsel. 
The state is represented by the common- 
wealth’s attorney and ex-Congressmen An- 
drews, of this place, and Phister, of Mays- 
ville; the defense by General Ward, of Cyn- 
thiana, Ross, Owens and Throop, of Carlise, 
and Cassidy and McCartney, the leading 
criminal lawyers of northeastern Kentucky 
The fight will be prolonged and bitter, as on 
this verdict hinge five or six other criminal 
and civil suits, all growing out of this same 
matter,

THB MICHIGAN TRAGEDY. 


The Negro Beles Belleved to Have Been the Assasain 
~The Mystery Deepens. 

Jackson, November 23.—The negro Boies 
says in relation to the tragedy here yester 
day, that when he heard the noises mention- 
ed in yesterday's report, he sprang from the 
bed and conceaied himself in a chest which 
was found to be too smal! to admit his body. 
He further claims hearing the cry of ‘‘oh,’’ 
bat heard no firing: The former story is 
highly improbable, Some time since his 
brother was discharged by White and a quar- 
rel ensued. Boles’s brother threatened to kill 
White with an iron bar. The sheriff is 
hunting for him. On the night 
of the 22d, two clerks from Jackson, says that 
when coming from a wedding at Concord, at 
2 o'clock, they saw three men standing in the 
roadside near Crouch’s, The report now is 


that the family drank cider before retiring, 


and it is believed to have been drugged. The 
quantity remaining in the pitcher has been 
sent to Ann Arbor for analysis. Should it 
rove to be drugged, the stomachs 
of the victims will be removed and 
examined. The ball taken from Mr. Crouch’s 
head this morning was somewhat battered, 
but proved to be of 32 caliber, and an empty 
box which had contained cartridges of that 
size, was found in the negro Boles’s room. 
The scene of the murder was visited by a 
large concourse of people this morning, hun- 
dred standing in the rain around the house. 
Threats of lynching, should the murderers 
be found, have been made. Noclue has been 
gained as yet. 


EL MAHDI’~ VICTORY. 


The LUritish Press Insiate Upon Continued Occupation 
ef Egypt. 

Lonpon, November 23.—A Cairo dispatch 
to the Reuter’s telegram company says the 
Egyptian government favors the sending of a 
strong force to Khartoum, for the purpose of 
opening a road between Suakim and Beiber, 
and thus maintaining communication with 
Khartoum. Edmund O'Donovan, correspon- 
dent of the Daily News, recently wrote a pri- 
vate letter in which he said he had sad mis- 
givings as to the result of the Soudan expedi- 
tion. 

The Daily News, in its leading editorial dis- 
cussing Egyptian affairs, insists that the khe- 
dive must surrender the idea of attempting 
to reach El Obeid, or ef pursuing an aggres- 
sive conflict with El Mahdi, and says the 
game of conquest in Central Africa is not 
worth either the great pecuniary cost or the 
terrible risk to human life involved. The 
Morning Post says: “We are stfuck 
with amazement at the singular 
short sightedness, and want of 
presience exhibited by her majesty’s gov- 
ernment in wishing to withdraw the British 
troops from Egypt. It is quite clear that this 
iS no time to withdraw the troops from 
Egypt.’ The Daily Telegraph thinks that 
British military prestige alone can arrest the 
progress of El Mahdi’sarmy, The Times 
says: ‘‘We cannot believe that Mr. Glad- 
stone wilt blindly persist in weakening the 
small British force now in Egypt. The broad 
highway of the Nile valley is now open to 
the victorious fanatics. What is there to pre- 
yent the garrison and populations of the ade 
vanced posts from yielding to the tempta- 
tions of El Mahdi? Gladstone and his eol- 
leagues must understand that England will 
hold them answerable if by further errors of 
judgment Egypt is allowed to relapse into 
anarchy, aggravated by the passions of relig- 
ious fanaticism and the maddening influence 
of invasion by the barbarism of the interior 
of Africa. 
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FRANCE AND CHINA, 


The Preparations ofthe Uciesatial Army for the He« 
ception ot ‘he Mated Frank. 

Lonpon, November 23.—A Paris dispatch 
tothe Exchange telegraph company, says: 
Marquis Tseng has notified Earl Granville, 
British foreigu secretary, that war between 
China and France is certain to occur. A 
Cairo dispatch to Reuter’s telegram company 
states that orders have been sent to the Brit- 
ish admiral commanding the East India sta- 
tion to support Egyptian interests in the Red 
sea. He will be reinforced by gunboats from 
the Mediterranean squadron. 

SHANGHAI, November 23.—The North Chi- 
na Herald publishes a secret imperial decree 
appointing Lin generalissimo of the black 
flagsin Tonquin. The Chinese government 
willsupply the fundsand munition of war 
to the force now being raised in the province 
of Yun Nan. These troops will be placed un- 
der the command of the government of Yun 
Nan, and will proceed to the frontier to ag- 
sist the black flagsin repeiling the French 
forces should they invaue the southern 
provinces of China. The troops, however, 
must not cross the frontier into Tonquin. 

Paris, November 23.—The chamber of 
deputies to-day adopted an amendment of M. 
Roche, radical, reducing the salary of the 
archnissop of Paris from 45,000 francs per 
annum to 15,000 francs, 

In the discussion of the estimates for wor- 
ship in the chamber a deputies to-day, an 
amendment offered by M. Roche, striking out 
the vote for scholarships in the seminaries, 
was adopted. 

Private advices have been received from 
Saigon, French Cochin China, which state 
that Dr. Harmand,French civil commissioner 
in Tonquin, had disbanded the force of Yel- 
low Flags on account of their barbarity and 
acts of rapine.

BEFORE THE SENATE COMMITTEE.

AvuGustTa, November 23.—The senate committee 
on education and labor continued its investigation 
to-day, holding a continuous session of twelve 
hours. Anumber of witnesses were examined, 
Mr. Cogin, who is superintendent of the Augusta 
factory, a native of New Hampshire, long engaged 
in manufacturing in sections, said he 
censidered the class of help here 
equal, if not superior, to that in the New England 
states, His opinion was that eleven hours’ work 
was not toomuch. The mills here were obliged to 
employ children were Other members of the family 
were employed. Hedid not believe that the native 
whites o1 Geergia and South Carolina could be sur- 
passed as factory operatives by the people of any 
country in the world. The average wages paid 
operatives is about four dollars and ninety cents 
a week, The general health of the operatives 
is very good. There are about fifty weavers in this 
actory who have worked there over twenty-five 
years. Some of the operatives are putting money 
in the savings banks. When he first came here 
there were very few of the operatives who could 
read and write. Now there are very few that 
cannot. Education makes them far better 
operatives. AS a business proposition 
he would educate the operatives. The operatives 
were as well behaved a class as could be found 
anywhere. All but two or three operatives are 
natives.. The north has the advantage over the 
south in organization and Capital, and the south 
has the advantaye in climate, abundance of help 
and freight. He believed, however, that in a short 
time the south would have all the advantage. He 
did not look upon ihe negro as an 
available worker. Mr. H. H. Hickman, president 
of the Graniteville factory, liked the negro very 
well, but did not think they were doing well asa 
whole. There is too much idleness among them. 
There are enough idle negroes in Augusia to make 
3.000 bales ef cotton He did not 
think that education bettered their morals. 
He was in favorofacommon s hool but did not 
believe in taxation to support high s At 
Graniteville the faetory. had had in operation for 
the past twenty years a school for the benefit of the 
children «f its operatives. The schoolis the best 
in South Carolina outside of the cities. The teache: 
is a skillful instructor.-He did not believe in com- 
pulsory education, Otis G, Lynch, superintendent 
of the Enterprise factory, is a New 
Yorker. He thought ten hours labor a 
day a fairavyerage. Negroescould be usedin the 
factories if circumstances demand. Johu 8. Day- 
idson, superintendent of the board of education, 
said no difference is made between the races as to 
the length of the school term, and the general facil- 
ities. Georgia can never do educationally for the 
people what she ought to do. He  be- 
lieved in federal aid to the public 
schools of the south. He 
believed in educating the negro as it tended to ele- 
vate him. General M. A. Stovall, manager of the 
Georgia chemical works, said that the yield of 
cotton had begn increased by the use of fertilizers. 
Many people, however, depended too much upon 
them. Bishop Holsey, of the colored Methodist 
echureh, had educated himself without aid from 
anybody. He thougnt the moral condition 
of the negro was improving. It is 
in sa mistake to say that 
the educated colored people are no better than 
those who are not educated. Wherever education 
became general there would be aS much intelli- 
gence and integrity among the colored people as 
any other. He believedinu government aid to ed 
ucation. Rev. W.J. White, colored, thought the 
government should aidin the education of the 
people and especially of the colored people. He 
thought it was a debt it owed the latter.

You knowthat many south- 
ern holders of stock in the road lost heavily in the 
decline from 80 and 90to35and 40, and some of 
them sold their stock at the lowest point. Ibelieve 
they can make theirmoney back right now by buy 
ing the stock at present prices. 

Reporter—How so” 

Mr. James—Because the controlling interest in 
the road has been bought, not by the East -Tennes 
see, Virginia and Georgia, but by a number of rieh 
men who paid 50 forit. It isnow selling at 43 
Then the stockholders repealed the law made last 
year to double the stock, and authorized the direc- 
tors to issue bondsin the sum of $590,000 to add to 
theequipment of the road and to purchase 50 
freightcars. They are obliged to have these to 
meet the demands of the business brought by the 
new Kansas City road into Memphis and over this 
liue. They aiso authorized the issue of seconfl 
mortgage bonds to the amount of one nillion dol- 
lars to pay the floating debt of the road. These 
with the first mortgage bonds will be ample to pay 
the floating debtand equip the road in superb 
Style. The floating dept now amounts to only 
about $300,000. 

Reporter— How about the earnivgs of the road? 

Mr. James—They have inerensed 25 per cent in 
the last year. With the new feeders and the im 
proved equipments they will increase still further 
another year. 

Reporter—You say the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia does not own the Memphis and 
Charleston. Who does own it? 

Mr, James—Itis controlled by General Thomas 
and hisfriends. They areall friends and owners 
in the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, but 
that corporation does not own the Memphis and 
Charleston. The new arrangement consolidates all 
factions among the stockholders so that now the 
old majority and the old minority are fully satis- 
fied and will pull together to make a success of it. 
I believeit will be less than a year before the stock 
will pay dividends. The beauty of the thing is 
that the Memphis and Charleston has a small 
bond and stock debt. With the new issue it wils 
only foot up about $19,000,000 bonds and stoclk. 
The road is lightly encumbered. It runs through 
the finest country in the south and must pay. 


MONEY AND BONDS. 


The Condition of the Federal Purse, as Narrated by 
the Comptreller«General. 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—The second chapter 
of Comptroller Knox’s report shows 262 national 
banks were organized in the year ending November 
Ist, the largest number organized any year since 
1865. Of these 182 are in the western states, 40in the 
middle states, 46 in the southern states, 11 in the 
Pacific states, 26 in the territorities, and only 7 in 
the eastern states. The number of 
national banks in operation November 
lst are 2,522, being the largest 
number in operation at any onetime. The re- 
sources of 2,501 national banks on October 2d, 1883, 
are $2,372,700,000. Since the last report Kentucky 
has displaced New Jersey in national bank capital, 
Virginia has been superseded by Wisconsin, Texas 
and California. In the next two years the charters 
of 976 banks expire, haying a capital of $275,548,- 
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| per cents, and 


000 and circulation $185,335 000. The average rate | 
of interest now paid by the (fnited 
States on bonds deposited as curity 
for circulating notes is about 3% 
percent on par value, but equal to 3:19 per cent 
only on the current market value. More than half 
the bonds now held by the national banks age three 
likely to be called within the next 
three years. These lower numbers, which it is 
safe to estimate will not be calied the next two 
years, cannot be purchased for premium, much 
less the two per cents, and at that price there will 
be a Oss upon circulation based 
on this class of bonds, if redeemed 
within three years. The total amount of bonds 
held by the national, state and savings banks, 
November Ist, $621,229.259, or nearly half the in- 
terest bearing debt of the country. The com p- 
troller says the secticns of the revised statutes which 
places a restriction on loans should be so amended 
as to exclude from the limitation mentioned legit- 
imate loans upon produce or warehouse receipts, 
and some other classes of coilaterate se urity, as 
vell as loans upon the United States bonds.

This is hundred 
acres of land which is very rich in veins of marble. 
About a week ago Mr. J. Rosenthal and P, A, 
Seeger of Baitimore came to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of investigating property. They spent 
several days examiningit, and at the close of the 
investigation purchased it. <A few days afterward 
they bought the Jones marble property in Polk 
county and secured an option on the slate from 
the Jonessilate quarry. ‘They returned to Atlanta 
day before yesterday. 

In the meantime Ex-Governor Proctor and Gen- 
eral Ripley, of the Rutland. Vt., marble company, 
had come to Georgia for the purpose of looking atl 
the same property. ‘hey found that they were 
just two days too late, the trade having been closed 
withy the other gentlemen. They examined the 
marble closely and were very much pleased with 
its quality, but were unable to make such ar- 
rangements as they desired for an interest in the 
property. 

A TALK WITH THE P' 

A CONSTITUTION reporter had a talk on yesterday 
with Messrs. Rosenthal, Seeger and Lowe, who had 
ust returned from Pickens county. 

Mr. Lowe said: 

“These gentlemen came tous accredited 
representatives of abundant capital. They 
fied us of. their entire responsibility, and their 
knowledge ofthe marble business, and we sold 
them an interest inthe property. Mr. Rosenthal 
will give you what they propose todo.”’ 

Mr. Rosenthal said : 

‘We have made this purchase advisedly and after 
careful investigation. We have eight hundred 
acres of land on which there is enough marble in 
actual sight to give us an exhaustiess supply. 
There is literally a mountain of marble on the 
property, and in every direction we find rich out- 
croppivgs. Thesupply is simply exhaustless, and 
as to the quaiity it is superior to any I have ever 
seen for building and interior decoration. Genera! 
Ripley, of the Rutland marble company, pro. 
nounces it the best of building marble, but says 
that for cemetery purposes it is not quite equal to 
the Vermont marble; yet we went together toa 
marble cutter in this city, who was workin 
on piece of marble. Genera 
Ripley pronounced it Italian {marble 
while Governor Proctor thought it was Vermont. 
The truth is it was Georgia marble taken from our 
quarry. For cemetery building or decoration we 
are satisfied with the quality as well as the quan- 
uty,”’ 

‘Haye you a stock coinpany?”’ 

‘We will apply for a« bartef {ucorporating a conl- 
pany with one hundred thousand dollars capital. 
Of thisamount we take seventy thousand, and 
Messrs. Lowe and Harrison reserve thirty thousand. 
All of the stock is taken, and the money is ready.’ 

“When will you go to work’”’’ 

‘“‘We have men at work already and will have our 
machinery in position as soon as possible. The 
cost of our outfit fora quarry runs from fifty to 
seventy-five thousand dollars, and weshall put up 
complete works so that we can get the marble out 
cheaply and in large quantity.’’ 

‘*What will be your capacity ?’’ 

“That depends on the demand somewhat. One 
gang of saws will take out from twelve to seven- 
teen thousand cubic feet of marble a year, or 
about seven tons a day. Weshali start with from 
four to eight gangs of saws or in other words witha 
capacity of twenty-five to thirty tons of marble a 
day. As the demand increases, we shall of course 
increase the supply. We hope to be able to furnish 
marble for building or decorating purposes in At- 
lanta within the next three months in any quantity 
or shape thatis wanted. We can fill small orders 
within the nm xt few days.”’ 

DEVELOPMENTS OF INCIDENTAL INDUsTRIES, 

‘Will not this development of the marble quarries 
result in many incidental industries?’’ 


‘Of course it will. AsI told you we have the op- 
ticn of working Colonel Jones's slate quarry. e 
has thirty acres of slate thatis almost solid. From 
one-sixth of an acre there has been taken $150,000 
worth of slate and as much more destroyed in slab- 
bings. We will go from here to Cincinnati for the 
purpose of getting a firm there with whom we have 
relations to establish down here a factory for the 
making of slate and marble mantles, basins, tiles, 
ete. Such an establishments is certain to follow 
the development of these two industries. The 
clippings from our marble will, of course, result in 
the establishment of lime-kilns by our company, 
And anotber thing that is very important is this. 
When we firstcame to Georgia we had an idea of 
building houses by the row out of stone and brick. 
asthey are built in Baltimore and the northern 
cities, and renting or selling them. Weshali prob- 
ably carry out this plan and buiid houses utilizin 
as far as possible our stone, brick, marble an 
slate. In short the development of the marble and 
slate industries will result in a wonderful general 
development of the section in which they are lo- 
cated. Itisimpossible to mark out the direction 
in which the incidental industries may come.”’ 

“The marble industry of Vermont is very large?’’ 

“Yes. The Rutland company has forty acres of 
land on which it works six thousand hands and has 
acapital of twelve million dollars. The marble 
thatis now mined comes from three hundred and 
fifty feet below the surface. This company actually 
controls the marble market of the world. We have 
eight hundred acres that of course may not be as 
rich as the Rutland property, but that will give us 
exhaustiess marble of better building and decorat- 
ing quality and practically as fine monument qual- 
ities. That marble we can work cheaper, being 
nearer the surface, and with it 
can supply the southern demand 
ing tremendous advantages in  freights., 
have frequently read of the marble properties 
ian Georgia published in THE CONSTITUTION, or 
copied from its columns, and our attention has 
long been turned in yourdirection, but we had no 
idea of their extent, variety and quality, until we 
came here.

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APPLING’S SWORD, 


To Be Presented to the Georgia Historica! Society at 
Savaneah, Decomber Sd. 

Visitors to the executive oflice have noticed sus- 
pended on the wall a very handsome sword, bu) 
few of them guessed its history and not many Geor 
gians were aware of its existence. Occasionally a 
newspaper correspondent with an inclination of 
diving among relics would mention the sword, and 
in that way it occasionally came before the public 

WHY THE SWORD HAS HUNG THERE, 

The sword was the property of the wallant Lieu- 
tenant Coionel Daniel Appliag, and was made for 
presentation to him by thestate, buthe died before 
it was completed,.and leaving no male heir the state 
became the cusiodian of the sword, 

Appling was a gallant soldier. When the first 

ifle regiment was formed in 1808 he was eighteen 
years of age, but enlisted, and was made a second 
lieutenant, On April ist, 1812, he was 
made a captain, and on April 15th, 
1814 he was promoted to major. His promotion 
was Steady as his services were gallant and brave. 
The sword was given him for gallant conduct at 
Sandy Creek, New York where with less than three 
hundredmen he captured two hundred British 
soldiers, two post captains and several lieutenants, 
three gun boats and several small vessels which de 
layed the British and broke upan important ex- 
pedition so that they soon retired from the lake. 


The state was anxious to recognize the services , 


of her gallant son, and in 1884 the legislature pass- 
ed a resolution directing the governor who, at that 
time, was Peter Early, to procure a handsome 
sword and present it to Appling. 

Before the sword could be procured Appling died, 
and as he left no male heir the legislature passed a 
resolution ‘directing thatthe sword be kept in the 
executive oltice 

A FINE SWORD, 

The sword is one of the handsomest that could be 
procured. It cost twelve hundred dollars and 
fairly glitters with gold. The blade is of the finest 
steel, while all the other parts are of pure gold. The 
hilt is lovely and is engraved in the most artistic 
manner, in red, green’and yellow gold. The scab- 
bard is most elaborately engraved, showing a 
battle scene, Shields, wreaths, medalions ete. ‘he 
etching on the blade is handsome and the inscript- 
ion is as follows: 

‘Presented by the state of Georgia to her son, the 
brave and gallant Lieutenant Colonel Daniel Ap- 
pling, of tne United States army, for his cool and 
deliberate valor displayed thronghout the action of 
the 30th of May, 1514, at Sandy Creek, when he 
succeeded in capturing a superior British foree.’’ 

At the recent session of the legislature the follow- 
ing joint resolution was passed. 

‘‘Whereas, The state of Georgia voteda ‘Sword 
of Honor’ to the late Colonel Daniel Appling, who 
died before the said testimonial could be pre- 
sented to him; and 

‘Whereas, The ‘Sword of Honor’ has been left 
uncared for, and considerably injured in value and 
appearance on this account; therefore be it 

‘Resolved, That the governor be, and is hereby 
authorized to have the said sword properly repaired 
and placed in a suitable case, and with the framed 
resolutions passed by the general assembly, deposit- 
ed in the archives of the Georgia historical society 
for safe keeping until the state shall have provided 
a proper archives department.”’ 

WHAT IS TO BE DONE WITH IT?

Daniel turned the over to Mr. A. L, Del- 
kin, who is engagedin repairing it, and brushing it 
up. It will be placed in an elegant case when it is 
turned over to the historical society.

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A MURDERED WIFE. 


A DRUNKEN DEAF MUTE BEATS HIS 
WIFE TO DEATH. 


Mrs. Lucy Cornet 81t Upon by Her Husband 
and Horribly Besaten—Shs Lingers in Agor 
ny for ae Few Days and Dies-—Her 
Husband Fises From Justice. 


Mis Lucy Cornet, the wife of A. P. Cornet, the 
deaf and dumb shoemaker, died yesterday morn- 
ing about half past nine o’clock, at her home on 
Calhoun, from the effects of a brutal beating ad- 
ministered by her husband on Monday night last. 

Immediately after intelligence of the woman's 
death reached the city prison, Ceroner Hilburn 
proceeded at once tothe housein which the dead 
body was, and witha jury began a legal inquiring 
into the causes of her death. The jury was a care- 
fully selected ene and the inquest was quite com- 
plete in obtaining all of the details of one of the 
most horrible murders that has ever been enacted 
in Atlanta. 

The murdered woman was upon a bed in a room 
which was sparsely furnished,and as the jury gazed 
upon her motionless figure, the evidence of her 
brutal treatment made each member shudder. 
The injuries which were the direct cause of death 
were hidden view by the bedding, buta 
glance at the right side of the face revealed the 
brutality of the husband. 

The eye was encircled by-a'dark blue_ring, which 
was the result of a most powerful blow, while the 
entire side of the face Was bruised and lacerated in 
a terrible manner, 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST, 

Before the jury several witnesses testified. Their 
testimony was singularly alike in Hxing the crime 
of murder upon the woman’s husband. They all 
testified that on Monday night they beard screams 
eu the hill near Cornet’s residence, a.d that pro- 
ceeding to that place they found Cornet and his 
wife lying upon the ground. As ihey approached 
them the man motioned to them to leave, but the 
loud groans emanating from the woman induced 
them to disregard the man’s request to go away. 
When the witnesses reached the prostrate woman, 
the man arose and ran away. The witnesses 
all recognized the man as Cornet and the woman as 
his wife. When they came up the woman stated 
that she was unable to move, and several of those 
who had been drawn to the scene aided her to her 
house. In response to the questions of those who 
were then present Mrs. Cornet stated that she and 
her husband were returning from the city; that her 
husband was drinking, and that he began beating 
her with a stick immediately after they had as- 
scended the hill. She further stated that her hus- 
band had there and then knocked her down with 
the stick, and that after knoeking her down he had 
stamped her in the stomach. 

This evidence, strengthened as it was by the re- 
peated declarations of the Woman during the last 
tew days of her life, that her husband had inflicted 
the blows, caused the jury to charge Cornet witb

Senator Blaire, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on education and labor, is one of the warmest 
friends of national aid to the educational fund of 
the states. He was the author of the bill before the 
last congress to give $15,000,000 a year for five years 
for this purpose, the money to distribued 
on the basis of _ ibhliteracy among the 


states. This would,of course have given the bulk of 
it to the south, owing to the presence of such a 
large negro population. One of ~the features 
of the Blair bill which was most object d to was 
the clause that gave the application of the money 
into the hands of a federal agent. The southern 
men, who were reluctant togive up their old views 
on federal aid, would not support a bill that 
did not leave any such appropriation 
absolutely within the control of each state.

All these colleges were well 
attended and sent young men out fitted for every 
polite profession, The firat college ever founded 

WHICH GAVE DEGREES TO WOMEN 
was founded in Georgia and now enjoysa ripe 
ee pig in Macon. Following the Wesleyan 
‘emale college were other such schools. and when 
the war opened there were no less than 1,600 young 
women in Georgia receiving collegiate training, 
and Fince the war several female 
colleges have been founded, and 
are now doing well. In collegiate facilities, es- 
pecially in those offered to women, Georgia leads 
the states of the south and willcompare favorably 
with any ofthe states considering «ll her circum- 
stances. The present public school system is not 
Satisfactory because of the wantof money, but 
every dollar of the appropristion is made to do all 
the work that care and economy can get out 
of it. The schools are kept up 
for three months by the co-operation of the coun- 
ties. While the district schools are not what they 
must be, if the state progresses properly the larger 
towns and cities have public schools which will 
compare favorably with any in the country. In 
ATLANTA, 

Savannah, Augusta, Macon, Columbus andin the 
other cities of the state public schools are supported 
in the very best style by local taxation. 

Senator Blair expressed his surprise and gratifica- 
tion at the excellence of the city school system in 
the state.

national aid to education, Senator Blair said: 

“Tam confident that some such bill will pass at 
the coming session. It appears to me that the 
southern senators and representatives wil) be solid 
forsucha bill.
